CuicaGo, Aug. 17.—The exciting 
scenes in wheat and corn, which char- 
acterized tradidg in the latter part of 
last week, were renewed at the open- 
ing of the Board of Trade this morn- 
ing. Tradingis just as wildly nervous 
as it was on Saturday; the bull fever 
is stillon this morning and traders 
are inflamed with the prospect of 
higher pvicea as u-result of excitedly | 
higher cables. When the bell tapped 
for the opening of business, the pit at 
once became a pandemonium, out of 
which came these figures for Decem- 
ber wheat inside of ten minutes, from 
1.00% to 1.13. This was the top fig- 
ure on the early bulge. Then prices 
began to weaken, and at 10 o’clock, 
had declined to 1.074, sellers; Sep- 
tember corn higher at 6‘. Provia- 
ions are excited and higher. The 
bulge to 1.13 was accompanied by the 
_ wildest excitement and some sales 
were reported as high as 1.14. A suc- 
ceeding period of weakness. waq the 
result with free selling by both longs 
and shorts. Conservative traders of 
both sides are satisfied that prices are 
too high for safety and far above the 
export basis. They must be brought 
together beiore the benefit of foreign 
shortage, on which the boom was 
founded, can be realized. The conse- 
quence of this was that prices reacted 
until 1.05 was reached. That was the 
lowest point of the morning ; itreacted 
to 1.07; sold off to 1.064%, up to 6%, 
and at 11 o’clock, was comparatively 
quiet at..1.06. Other markets fol- 
lowed wheat, except rye, which bad 
an independent strength, September 
selling to 1.10'¢. Corn, at 11 o’clock, 
was 63%, after falling back to 6444. 

Wheat continued weak at 12:15. 
December was quoted at 1.0334. Sep- 
tember corn bad fallen off to 69%.

Ifthe Chinese authorities do 
not yield to the firm demands of the 
Ministers, the powers concerted hos- 
tile action upon the vessels of the yvar- 
ious nations represented in these | 
waters is imminent. With such a 
tate of affairs it is now known that 
foreign minis‘ers_are compelled to in- 
form the Chinese government of a 
joint naval demonstration of an effect-

A gentleman well known in this 
State is contributing a series of 
editorial articles to the San Fran- 
cisco Argonaut on the relationship 
of San Francisco and the people of 
the coast. The Gazerre has taken 
occasion more than once to call 
attention to the se.fishness of that 
city;which wants to see two dol- 
lars in sight for every one in- 
vested, and has advised our people 
to cut loose and look eastward for 
what we want, but, as the Argon- 
aut dishes it up in good shape, we 
reproduce the article : 

The inbabitants of San Francisco 
should not imagine that such acity 
as theirs is simply a plot of ground 
laid outin lines by the surveyor 
and covered with houses by the 
builder to be filled with people 
whose chief destiny it is to accum- 
late and enjoy. Acity is but one 
of the parts of a great whole, and 
its influence extends to the fre- 
motest corner that can be made 
tributary to it. It is the highest 
result of the development vo! it: 
times. Itis the fruit of the com- 
bined-labor, intelligence aud moral 
force of its age. It is the rose 
upon the tree, the flower of con- 
temporary civilization, aud de- 
pends for its existence, not upon 
the stalk alone, but upon the leaves, 
the roots and the ground around. 
If cirenlation is free, there is 
bounding life and abundant health, 
there is but and branch along the 
way. If there is bad ground near 
the root, if there are leeches among 
the leaves or yermin at the heart, 
the plant is poisoned and the air 
diseased. 

To the city is gathered the gen- 
jus, the wealth, the intellect of the 
neighborhood. It has the librar- 
ies, the museums,and the collec- 
tion of treasure. It is the leaders 
of thought and action in every 
branch of human endeavor, and it 
is largely responsible for the con- 
dition of all the country tributary 
toit. It cannot escape its share, 
and upon the solution of the prob- 

lems presented depend the for- 
tunes, not only of its own citizens 
but of those in all the region that 
it reaches. 

Taking this view of the case,it is 
proper to inquire whether San 
Francisco, as the center of activity 
in western America, is doing her 
duty ; whether, with larger educa- 
tion which comes from contact 
with the outer world and which 
should give her definite ideas and 
better plans for State-building, 
She has done her share with those 
dependent upon her. Every new 
country has fresh problems to 
solve, and this coast has bad more 
than usual. . Some of those pre- 
sented to us have been met ina 
manner not the most satisfactory, 
Our laws bave been framed for 
other sets of conditions, and our 
methods were, perhaps, suited to 
the lands whence we came, but not 
to this. They have been awk- 
wardly administered, and the ex- 
pense in money and life is some- 
thing appalling. Our hydraulic 
mines are permitted to invest 
many millionsin ground and water 
rights, and to gather about them 
a large population, which built 
homes and towne with the savings 
of halfa lifetime. Their operations 
proved detrimental to their neigh- 
bors in small sections, and the tight 
resulted in the cessation of mining 
and the loss of half a billion dol- 
lars’ worth of property. A little 
brains and labor would have turned 
the stream of slickens into the 
tules, and hundreds of thousands 
of acres would have been re- 
claimed. They would have the 
richest of our lands,lying in the 
heart of tbe State, and would have 
made homes for many thousands 
of people, besides adding much to 
our taxable property and to the 
commerce and the importance of 
the Coast. All this in addition to 
the twelve or fifeen millions of 
dollars in good red gold, which 
would have been added to the 
world’s store by the work of the 
niet =P O° 

No city bas suffered more by the 
loss of capital from the unfriendly 
attacks of vicious or designing 


outside of a very narrow region 
aroundthe bay. * * * 
The water-power of the Sierras 
is all the time calling fur a chance. 
It still sings its merry tune, uvbar- 
nessed and unused, as it has since 
the first snow fel), and it seems 
likely to continue to do so for all 
time to come, so far as California 
enterprises are concerned. Of the 
thousauds of dashing streams, the 
American river at Folsom and the 
Truckee river are the only ones 
on the coast where water- 
power is found in convection with 
railroad accommodations. The 
Truckee river falis from Tahoe to 
Pyramid two thousand five 
hundred feet ina hondred mills. 
From Truckee to Wadsworth, a 
distance of seventy miles, the fall 
is over seventeen hundred feet, 
and it runs alongside the overland 
road the ‘whole way, with side 
tracks, saw-mills and villages every 
few miles. One would think that 
in a country destitute of coal, 
where it cosis seventy-five doliars 
to develop each horse-power as 
against six and a half dollars in 
other places, this magnificent river 
would be used and some part of 
the merchandise now being 
brought many thousands of miles 
would be made near at hand, by 
people who could be reached and 
some of their wants supplied in 
exchange for their time and labor. 
Even the Comstock mines ( man- 
aged and owned in San Francisco), 
although only thirteen miles from 
the Truckee, are shut down many 
weeks in every ) ear, and hundreds 
of meu thrown out of employment 
from leck of poper to run the 
mills. 
Asa result of the traditional 
policy, Nevada has had her bowels 
ripped open and six hundred mill- 
ions of treasure taken without a 
particle of returu. There has been 
no effort to build up or to 
strengthen. It was all take and 
no give. Where there was nota 
certainty of a return of half a 
dozen times the original invest- 
ment, nothing was done. 
| Nevada is at thé bottom to-day, 
but she is trembling on the rise, 
and the weight of a band will send 
her upward. No investment made 
with prudence can fail to be profit- 
able, and yet if any man talks to 
the average Californian about mak- 
ing a home or putting a dollar into 
Nevada, he exclams: “ Nevada! 
don’t go there; you can’t make a 
living and you will have to leave.” 
The commercial spirit is not 
strong in San Francisco, and many 
opportunities to develop trade are 
neglected. The spirit of 49 still 
dictates prices in too many cases, 
and superior accommodations are 
constantly being offered from other 
directions. The strictest integrity 
isa prime necessity in such mat- 
ters, and every mau who takes un- 
due advantage, or manifests a dis- 
position to be unjust or unfair, in- 
jures the cityin which he lives. A 
liberal disposition in the commu- 
nity as a whole, combined with 
the advantages San Fraucisco has, 
should make her a great city.

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THE COLOR OF LEAVES, 
Varyluy Opinions as to the Manner of Its 
( hange. 
most unobservant have been 
vith the remarkable change 
Wich tales place in the color of leaves 
in wntomn. The alteration is so ab- 
vious as to have created a general be- 
litf that itisdue tothe frost or cold. 
While this is indirectly true, itis not 
strictly correct, because the change 
wonld oceur, and as a matter of fact 
frequently does occur quite independent- 
ly of frost. The gréen matter in the 
tissue of the leaf is composed of two 
colors—red and blue. When the sap 
ceases to flow in the autumn and the 
natural growth of. the tree is suspend- 
ed, oxidation of the tissues takes place. 
Under certain conditions the green. of 
the loaf will turn red, and under others 
it assumes a brown or yellow tint, the 


-difference in color being due to varia- 


tion in the composition of the original 
constituents of the green tissue, as 
well as the varying conditions of cli- 
mate, exposure and soil. Foliage is al- 
ways more brilliant with a cold cli- 
mate than with a damp, warm one. 
Trees of the same age, and of the 
same kind, having the same exposure, 
may sometimes be seen growing side 
by side, of distinctly different colors, 


1 the leaves of one being a brilliant red 


and those of the other a dull tawny or 
yellow. For this phemomenon no ex- 
planation has been given beyond the 
sugyvestion that the difference is due to 
the roots finding their way into differ- 
ent soils.
